Suzuki(6,529,188) teaches a touch panel having a conductive film damage 

preventing element(71 or 72) mounted on the double faced tape(80)(see figure 1 A; 
column 7, lines 64-67 and column 8, lines 1-2). 

Kono et al(6,721 ,019) teaches a touch panel having a conductive film damage 
preventing element(12A, 12B) mounted on the double faced tape(13)(see figures 19A- 
19B). 

None of cited references teach a touch panel having a conductive film damage 
preventing element(500) made of an elastic material for protecting the damaging 
contact by an edge of the double faced tape(300)(see figures 9-12), with all other 
limitations cited in claims 1,14 and 20-21.
